The annual inspection of the books, records and 
administration of the Town of St, Albert was conducted 
on the above noted dates and the following comments 
and observations are made in that regard, 

The financial records were found to be well main- 
tained with current postings and cash balances 
confirmed, 

In respect to the assessment and tax roll, all postings 
appear to be in order and statutory requirements are 
being closely followed. 

A tax sale was held on November 24, 1971 with the 
procedures as outlined in The Tax Recovery Act 
being followed, 

Upon examination of the minutes, which were well 
prepared and gave a detailed account of the many 
business transactions of council, the following items 
were noted, 

1, A resolution was passed on November 30, 1970 
to authorize the accountant to sign cheques in respect 
to Homeowners Tax Discount payments and itis pointed @ 
out that Section 57, clause (d) of The Municipal Govern- 
ment Act specifically provides that the council by 
resolution may author the TREASURER alone to 
sign and issue cheques covering discounts payable to 
persons under The Homeowners Tax Discount Act. 

2, Although the 1971 estimates were readily avail- 
able, a copy of this document had not been incorporated 
in the minutes of the meeting of the.council at which 
they were adopted as required by Section 92, sub- 
section (3) of The Municipal Taxation Act, 

A considerable number of bylaws were dealt with by 
council since the last inspection and were found to be 
properly signed, sealed and approved where necessary. 

All temporary loans taken out in 1971 had been 
repaid at the time of inspection and the cash book 
balances indicated an accumulated amount of -- 
$252,603.38 with an additional $550,000.00 in term 
deposits as of November 30, 1971, 

The 1970 Financial Statement indicated that the Town 
closed that year with an operating surplus of $8,135.28 
in the General Revenue Fund and an operating deficit 
of $7,834.71 in the Water Supply System Revenue Fund. 
The over-all financial picture however was favorable 
for which the council and administration staff is to be 
complimented, The 1971 Estimates indicate that the 
concept of surplus budgeting is to be continued and It is 
noted that the council is now considering adjustments 
to the water rate structure in order that the water 
System may become self-supporting as suggested in 
the previous Inspector’s Report,

Sheep & Lamb 


Commission 


Alberta’s Minister of 
Agriculture, the Honorable 
Dr, Hugh Horner, has ann- 
ounced the establishment of 
asheep and wool commis- 
sion, 

In making this announce- 
ment, Dr. Horner said that 
sheep producers inthis proe 
vince have felt for many 
years that they needed a 
single organization through 
which to promote their ine 
dustry, and that a sound 
domestic market could be 
created for lamb as a spe- 
cialty product. Up to the 
present time the retail trade 
has had no assurance of a 
continuous supply of high 
quality lambona year-round 
basis. 

Agriculture Minister 
Hugh Horner said members 
of the Alberta Sheep and 
Wool Commission, which 
was eStablished under the 
Alberta Marketing of Agri- 
cultural Products Act, will 
be appointed very shortly. 
The Commission will have 
the authority to collect a 
fee of 10 cents per head on 
all lamb marketed in this 
province and a fee of one 
cent per pound of wool, 

The money will be used 
to increase and up-grade 
the industry by developing 
better marketing methods, 
improving grading and qual- 
ity standards and increasing 
promotional activities. 

Dr. Horner points out that 
one of the first objectives 
of the Commission will be 
to encourage more produc- 
ers to enter the industry. 
It is also likely to encour- 
age the establishment of a 
processing plant to be used 
exclusively for slaughtering 
and processing lamb, 

Approximately 92 per cent 
of the sheep producers who 
attended a series of meet- 
ings in January on the estae 
blishment of an Alberta 
Sheep and Wool Commisse 
ion voted in favor,

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Library faces gap between 
needs-funds-annual report 


While noting that the year 
1971 was areasonably succ- 
essful one for the St, Albert 
Public Library, Chairman 
Robert Green emphasized 
that the widening gap be- 
tween the needs of the lib- 
rary and the funds avail- 
able is becoming more app- 
arent, 


In his annual report for 
the library board and town 
council, approved at last 
week’s meeting ofthe board, 
Mr. Green said the board 
must look either toward ob- 
taining additional financial 
support, or towards cooper- 
ation with other libraries 
in this region, with a view 
to establishing a regional 
library system. There are 
two possibilities for a ree 
gional set-up - either the 
area north of Edmonton, or 
affiliation with the Edmonton 
system, 


To meet even the mini- 
mum standards sets by the 
Canadian Libraries Assoe 
ciation the St, Albert Lib- 
rary would have to double 
its book collection of 13,500 
volumes, and as yet the 
library has not been able 
to begin any collection of 
audio-visual material. 


The 1971 budget was 
$33,500, comprised of 
$25,000 through a one mill 
allocation from the town; a 
75¢ per capita grant of 
$7,000 and about $1,500 from 
memberships and donations, 


Library service increas- 
ed during 1971 in several 
directions. Hours of open- 
ing have increased from 18 
hours per week in 1969, 21 
in 1970, 24 in 1971 and 36 
hours per week as of Jane 
uary lst this year. Book 
collection is up from 9,552 


in 1969 to 13,481 at year 
end; and circulation of books 
from 42,844 to 64,611 over 
the same three-year period. 

Memberships are re-= 
newed annually in June and 
the total at June 13, 1971 
was 3,477 or about 29 per 
cent of the town’s popula- 
tion,

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“Goals of Secondary Education” 


An Educational Comment 
by Sylvia Walsh 


The Secondary School Curriculum Board recently 
published a ‘position paper’ entitled ‘‘Goals of Secondary 
Education,’ The purpose of this publication was to 
encourage discussion among students, parents, teach- 
ers, school administrators, and the community-at-large 
about the goals of secondary education, 

Unfortunately, this position paper has, todate, reached 
very few people other than those who are presently 
working in the educational field in some capacity. To 
get the truly representative feedback and reaction that 
this secondary curriculum board supposedly desires, 
this position paper and its contents should be circulated 
and distributed more widely than has been the case to 
date, The community and parents, in particular, could 
play an instrumental role in determining the type of 
schools we have. 

Idealistic as the position paper may seem, many 
questions arise as to the implications it may have in 
terms of actual classroom situations, An ideal is one 
thing. Implementing it effectively is a slightly different 
matter. 

In somewhat brief form, the six major goals of second- 

ary education and some of the applications of each of 
these goals, as presented in the position paper, are 
outlined below.

Warble check at auction 


On and after February 1 
all cattle in Alberta going 
through livestock markets 
under provincial supervis- 
ion will be inspected for 
warbles before they are sold 

Jack Kerns, livestock 
specialist in charge of the 
province’s warble control 
program, explains that the 
inspection service was im- 
plemented to prevent warble 
infested cattle from spread- 
ing warbles to clean cattle, 
It is designed to find out who 
is not treating his cattle, 
and to keep track of infec- 
ted animals after they are 
sold. 

When the cattle arrive at 
the livestock market, they 
will be examined by a pro- 
vincial veterinarian who will 
record on a special form the 
hame and address of anyone 
who contributes cattle with 
warbles, He will then mark 
the cattle with a large yell- 
ow ‘‘W’’ on their backs, and 
give the form to the auction 
market operator who will 
add the names and addresses 
of the purchasers ofthe cate 
tle. As the cattle go into the 
ring, the auctioneer will 
announce that they have war- 
bles. After the sale the form 
will be turned over to the 
agricultural service board 


. 


in the area, or areas, to 
which the cattle are going. 
Copies of the form will be 
sent to the veterinary ser- 
vices division the ani- 
mal industry division in 
Edmonton, In this way it will 
be possible to keep track 
of the animals, 

According to Mr, Kerns, 
some livestock markets in- 
tend to try treating infested 
cattle with an application 
of contact rotenone, How 
successful this approach 
will be remains to be seen, 
Other auction markets are 
talking about returning in- 
fested cattle to their owners, 

In view of the way cattle 
owners and municipal auth- 
orities have co-operated in 
the warble control program 
during the past year, Mr, 
Kerns does not aniticipate 
any problem with infested 
cattle at livestock markets, 
He says that judging by the 
volume of systemics sold in 
1971, well over half the 
cattle in Alberta must have 
been treated last year. 

He also reports that over 
70 per cent of the province’s 
cattle owners have signed 
up for the warble control 
program, The areas which 
now have warble control ex- 
tend from Fairview in the

146, he points out, 

‘Potatoes have been mal- 
igned for years as being 
fattening,’’ Mr, Jorgenson 
says, “but the culprit is not 
the potato, it is the calorie- 
rich toppings that so many 
people add to their potato,”’ 

“Even in most reducing 
diets, potatoes should re- 
main part of the daily food 
intake,’’ he says, ‘‘ Potatoes 
are an excellent source of 
vitamin C, and their values 
in iron, potassium, niacin 
and thiamin are high. When 
these factors are all taken 
into consideration, along 
with the economy of potatoes, 
it’s obvious that potatoes are 
a prime part of every per- 
son’s diet, day in and day 
out,’’

Livestock producers have 
until April 30, 1972 to apply 
for a basic herd to be esta- 
blished for 1971 or earlier, 
or toadd animals which mate 
ured in 1971 to this basic 
herd, If the new federal tax- 
ation legislation comes into 
force at the beginning of the 
new year, as now seems very 
likely, it will no longer be 
possible to establish or add 
to a basic herd, 

Cal Brandley, legal spee 
cialist with the Alberta de~ 
partment of agriculture, ex- 
plains that all farmers with 
a basic herd will be required 
to put a value onthese herds 
on valuation day = a day that 
will be declared by the fed- 
eral government as the day 
everybody must value his 
assets. The value assigned 
to the herd at that time will 
be tax exempt, This means 
that if the owner sells the 
herd- before it has time to 
appreciate further, he will 
pay no income tax, However, 
if he sells it sometime in 
the future when its value has 
increased, he will have to 
pay income tax on half the 
difference between its worth 
on valuation day andthe sale 
price,

As few as 4,000 mountain

Cattle, swine, sheep and 
horses that are used for 
breeding stock are all elig- 
ible for basic herd status. 
The main requirement is 
that the herd be a perman- 
ent one and that there is 
continuity of operation, Mr, 
Brandley says, Animals in 
a feedlot operation, for ex- 
ample, would not be eligible 
for a basic herd, 

Not every farmer is auto- 
matically entitled to esta- 
blish a basic herd. He must 
have filed income tax re- 
turns for all the years since 
he commenced his livestock 
operations or he must be 
able to produce adequate re- 
cords to show that he would 
not-have been taxable even 
if he had established abasic 
herd, or added to his exist- 
ing basic herd. 

Animals that have been 
acquired through a gift or 
inheritance, would qualify 
for a basic herd providing 
that in the first case, the 
value of the animals had been 
included in the donor’s ine 
come, and in the second 
case, that the income tax 
had already been paid by 
the estate, 

To establish a basic herd 
from animais that have been 
purchased, the owner must 
not have charged them as an 
expense against the bus- 
iness, To increase a basic 
herd by natural increase (the 
progeny of animals already 
in the basic herd), the fare 
mer must include the fair 
market vaiue of the animals 
in his income in the year 
that the animals become ma- 
ture (two years old), Hence, 
a farmer today can only add 
those animals to his basic 
herd which matured in1971, 
There are no provisions 
which allow a farmer to add 
animals now which matured 
in those years for which 
his income tax returns have 
already been assessed, In 
addition, if afarmer brought 
mature animals in 1971 and 
did not charge them as an 
expense, he could add these 
animals to his basic herd, 

Farmers who have esta- 
blished a basic herd in the 
past, should check with their 
district taxation office to 
make sure that the number 
of animals they have re- 
corded as being in the herd 
agrees with the number 
approved by the taxation 
office,
